ot hard Jabour ; and it is a well eflabhifhed 
fu€t, that the plentiful drinker of rum, bran- 
| dy or whifkey, will not, neither can perform 
the fame quantity of labour, for a whole 
month, or even for a whole week together, 
which aman of equal itrength of conftitu- 
tion is able to perform, who makes little or 
no ufe of fpirits. Whenever a farmer hires 
a labourer, he may pretty certainly calculate 
that his labour will be in the znver/e ratioato 
the quantity of fpirits he confumes—that ts, 
the more he drinks, the Jefs he will do. I well 
remember, when half a pint of fpirits, aday, 
was thought to be a large allowance for a 
mower or a reaper, who performed more, 
than labourers now do with the allowance of 
a pint or a quart, 

Diftilleries were not known in the world 
till modern times. Sacred hittory informs, 
that the reapers of Boaz, a wealthy tariner of 
Palefiine, made ufe of vinegar and water.

¥ I were to feleé the chara€ter, 
among the great men of antiquity, exhibiting 
the neareft refemmblance to V/ASHINGTON, It 
would be TiMO“LEON ; memorable for the 
defence and deliverance of Sicily, from ex- 
ternal and internal foes ; for the eftablifh- 
ment of civility and order ; and for the qui- 
et enjoyment, to a revered and honorable 
old age, of the rewards of his virtuous fa- 
bors, in the bofom of a gratetul peopie. To 
that degree did he enjoy the affe€tion of the 
Sicilians, fays his biographer, that no war 
feemed concluded, no laws enagted, no po- 
litical regulation made in a proper manner, 
unlefs revifed and touched by him. He 
was the mafter-guilder who put the laft hand 
to the work, and bellowed upon it a happy 
elegance and perfection ; thongh at that 
time Greece boafted a number of yreat men, 
whofe achievements were bighly diftinguifh- 
ed. Timorueus, AGESILAUs, PeLoprpas 
and Epaminonpas, (the laft of whom Tim- 
OLEON principally vied with in the race of 
glory) yet in this they differ from Timoce- 
ON, that we difcover in their ations a cer-

tain labor and effort which ciminithes their 


luftre, and fome of them afforded room for f 


cenfure, and were followed by repentance 
or remorle. 

‘© His trophies colt his fellow citizens no 
tears, nor put any of them in mourning ; and 
yet, in lefs than eight years he delivered Sic- 
ily from its inteftine miferies and diftempers, 
and reftored it tothe native inhabitants. Elis 
military labors finifhed, he returned to Syra- 
cufe, and laid down hys command ; excu- 
fing himfelf tothe people from any further 
service, as he had brought their affairs to a 
happy conclufion, His old age was cherith- 
ed, as that of a common farther. He died 
of a flight ulnefs, co-operating with length 
ot years. His funeral was attended by ma- 
ny thoufands of men and women, crowned 
with garlands, and clothed in white, The 
lamentations mingled with the praifes of the 
deceafed, evinced that the honors paid him

Troubles and anxieties, infeparable trom the 
cup of life, doubtlefs affailed him ; but thofe 
he fuftained with dignity and equanimity. 

‘* ‘TIMOLEON was cenfurable in caufing 
ihe condemnation and the death of the wife 
and daughters of Iceras, 

‘* ‘The tender fympathies of humanity 
were always cherfhed in the breaft of 
WASHINGTON ; and in a war peculiarly 
tending to kindle and inflame the human 
paflions, he ts chargeable with no inftance 
ot cruelty or revenge. 

‘* T{MOLEON was blind and helplefs in his 
old age, and the refpeé with which he was 
regarded was mingled with pity ; reminding 
us of Lucan’s image of an aged tree, cafting 
a fhade only by its trunk.

Ap, BERKELEY faid, he would not tref- 
pals on the time of the houfe in adverting to 
all the particulars contained inthe report of 
the committee on the petition of Dr. Jenner, 
the meritorious difcoverer of the Cow-Pock, 
as the report had been for fome time in the 
hands of the members. He had to obferve, 
that fome of the firft medical charaéters in 
the country, had been examined, and une- 
quivocally Rated, that vaccine inoculation 
was a fovereign preventative avainit that 
dreadtul malady and fcourge to the human 
race, the {mall pox. Out of the thoufands 
that were inoculated with the vaccine virus, 
not one died, nor did it render the parties in- 
capable of tollowing their ordinary avoca- 
tions. The reafon why more medical gen- 
tlemen were net called upon, was becaufe 
thofe examined were men of indifputable em- 
inence, who had originally oppofed the prac- 
tice, but who were now convinced of its effj- 
cacy ; and he had no doubt, if others had been 
examined, that they would have borne fimi-

The difcovery had this advantage, that the 
cow-pox was fo mild in its nature, that the 
laborer and hufbandman could work as ufual 
though inoculated, without inconvenience te 
themfelves, or becoming burthen{fome to the 
parifh. Nay, our foldiers and failors, in the 
fituation he defcribed, were enabled to give 
their full aid in accomplifhing thofe briliant 
atchievements which by fea and land diflin- 
guifhed the late war.—The report, he odferv- 
ed, ftated, that Dr. Jenner had loft an ex- 
tenfive practice in this country, by his ap. 
plication in carrying into effe&t his difcovery, 
and when he had accomplifhed it, he volun- 
tarily promulgated the fecret for the benefit 
of the world. ‘The expence of forcign cor- 
refpondence with this yentleman coft him 
from twenty-five to thirty fhillings a day, 
which to a man of fortune would be deemed 
confiderable, but toa man of none, of ferious 
confiderations. He then adverted to the par- 
liamentary gratuitiesto Mr.Irvine, for the dif 
covery of rendering falt water trefh, who re. 
ceived five thoufand pounds. To the dilcover- 
er of the ftone folvert, and to Mr. Harrifon, 
who received twenty-thoufand pounds for the 
difcovery of his time-piece. ‘The number of 
patients loft annually in the United Kingdom 
by the {ma!l pox, was eflimated, he faid, at 
45,000 ; taking the number throwaghout the 
habitable globe, a viétim felhevery fecond of 
time, tothis defiru€live malady. Atter ex- 
prefling ihe great obligation which mankind 
wére underto Mr. Jenner, for the difcovery, 
he moved, 

** That itis the opinion of the committee 
that a fun not exceeding 10,0001. be granted 
to his Mayeliy to be paid as a remuneration to 
Dr. Edward Jennery4or-epromulgating the 
difcovery of the vaccine inoculation, by 
which mode that dreadful malady the {mall 
pox was prevented.”’ 

Sir Henry Mildmay, after enlarging on 
the great benefit derived to the world from fo 
invaluable adifcovery, moved an amend- 
ment, that imftead of the fum of 10,0001. the 
words ** Twenty Thoufand Pounds” fhould 
be inferted, which was alfo feconded. 

Mr. Windham was flrongly in favor of the 
amendment. 

Sir James Erfkine Sinclair made a ftron 
appeal to the feelings of the houfe in favor 
of the amendment. From very good autho- 
rity, he was empowered to {flate, that Dr. 
Jenner, befides facrificing his local praétice, 
which was confiderable, had {pent no lefs a 
fum than 60001. in maturing his fyfiem and 
bringing it to a ftate-ot perteftion. 

Mr. Courtney obferved, that it had been 
admitted, even by thofe who oppofed the a- 
mendment, that 40,000 lives, on an average 
were faved to the country in confequence of 
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the difcovery. Now taking the general efti- 
mate of things by whieh in a country like 
this, every life, on an average, was allowed 
to be worth 5]. per annum, there would ac- 
crue to the revenue a faving or income ol 
200,000!. Under thefe circumftances he 
thought the inventor entitled to his ty¢hes,and 
therefore fhould vote for the amendment,
